Divisadero St., was arrested for 
the murder early yesterday. 


Stevens admitted he had struck 
the minister on the head with a 
hammer and had “set him up” 
to be robbed, but denied killing

Cleaver 
disappeared. The uncle was 
curious about a $100 bill the 
youth gave him for rent of a 
room at 522 Steiner St. 


Bishop Cleaver, 85 was known 
to carry large sums of money 
and had cashed checks for 
Stevens on several occasions. 


Although police said they 
noticed blood on _ Stevens’ 
trousers, the fact that Stevens 
had an alibi for the evening 
persuaded them to tum him 
loose.

Stevens told police he had spent 
Monday evening playing 
dominoes at the “Pink Palace” 
housing project , 1227 Turk St., 
where he won the $100. 


He named three youths and a 
girl as his companions. that 
evening. Police said two of the 
young people later repudiated 
Stevens’ alibi. 


Stevens is charged with murder, 
robbery, kidnapping for the 
purpose of robbery and auto 
theft. 


He was arraigned before 
Municipal Judge John Hopkins 
and, through the Public 
Denfender’s office, pleaded 
innocent to all charges. 


Judge Hopkins refused bail and 
set June 20 for a preliminary 
hearing. 


A young man who was baptized 
by Bishop Luther E. Cleaver 18 
years ago was held as his 
suspected killer.

the lawn outside the Headquarters. However, the delegates to the 
coming National Convocation of the Church of God in Christ 
have something to celebrate about. No longer will Saturday and 
Sunday be under those crowded conditions, instead the services 
will be held in the spacious Cook Convention Center which seats 
several thousand more than the Mid-south Coliseum. Will this be 
large enough, many members doubt it. Years ago the founder, 
Bishop Charles Harrison Mason, prophesied that if he did God’s 
will there would never be room enough to seat the people, so far 
this has been true. 


The Church of God in Christ is the second largest pentecostal 
group in the United States. At first, Mason Temple was large 
enough to seat this massive delegation. However, since it’s 
founding in 1906, the Church has grown rapidly and is prominent 
in size when compared to most other predominately Negro 
denominations, therefore, Mason Temple was soon not large 
enough, In 1969 the Convocation was moved to the Mid-South 
Coliseum for Official Day, it soon became to small. The 14,000 
arena was filled to it’s capacity before the choir marched in. It is 
hoped that this new Convention Center will do for a-while, but if 
the Church continues to grow at it’s present rate, it willsoon be 
to small. The Whole Truth salutes the Administration and it’s 
far-sightedness.

MEETING of the DIALOGUE 
BETWEEN THE ROMAN

From Resentment 
to Release

My husband is a clergyman. He 
loves’ people and responds to 
their needs, and is often away 
from home, as there is always 
someone in need. 


My problem is one of 
loneliness. It began when I was 
still a seminarian’s wife. Any 
wife whose husband __ travels 
frequently or has administrative 
position will no doubt 
encounter this problem at one 
time or another. 


When we entered the seminary 
(notice “‘we’-my husband had 
to pass the exams, but it was I 
who offered the moral and 
sometimes financial support), 
our first child was three weeks 
old. After two years of 
teaching, I was content to be at 
home with the baby, doing all 
the “fun” things in a home of 
my own. The second year I was 
again on the payroll of a local 
school. We needed the money. 
Soon I was pregnant again, but 
managed to teach until within 
five weeks of giving birth to 
twins. 


By now my _ husband was 
assisting on Sundays in a 
church forty miles from our 
home. A wife with three babies 
was not a help! Often I was left 
at home with three dear, but 
terribly predictable children! I 
remember clearly the Sunday 
mornings when I indulged in 
tears of self-pity, even anger. 


I recall writing to one of my 
sisters whose son was interested 
in entering the seminary. 
‘“‘Discourage him” I wrote. “If 
you can’t, at least tell him not to 
marry and have a family. It isn’t 
fair to his wife or to the 
children.” 


I was filled with resentment. 
Families should be together on 
Sundays. I had married my 
husband, not the children. What 
a miserable person I was! 


That’s the way my life was 
until one night I was able to be 
present at the seminary to hear 
a guest speaker. I cannot tell 
you his name, where he came 
from or what his topic was. But 
I will never forget something he 
said following his talk. His wife 
was ill when he left home, and 
someone asked how she felt 
about his being away, 
particularly at that time. 


He replied that unless she had 
“released” him, he would never 
be able to attempt many of the 
things that he had done, 
including speaking engagements 
such as this one. 


His words resounded through 


my thoughts. This couple 
formed a team through the 
spiritual release she offered 


him. He loved and respected 
her the more for it. Had he left 
her full of resentment or 
self-pity, his talents and skills 
would have been _ bottled, 
stymied, and never come to 
fruition. Her willing release 
enabled him to tackle the task 
at hand and return home with 
love for his wife and the 
knowledge of a job well done. 


From ‘‘resentment to 
release”’-I’d try it! The ministry 
is my husband’s job. He is 
doing the Lord’s work. We are 
a team. It is my job to carry on 
at home, to have something to 
offer him when he_ returns 
home.

EVOLUTION:

A professor stands before his 
biology class holding a Bible. 
“See this Bible?” he says. ‘““This 
is what you will do with yours 
when you have finished this 
He throws it into a 
wastebasket. 


class.” 


A high school science teacher 
stops his discourse to interject a 
question: “Is there anyone here 
who still believes in Adam and 
Eve?” 


A mother, tears in her eyes, 
laments, “‘I’ve lost my child. The 
university has taken her away 
from me; she is now an atheist.” 


Statements such as these may be 
heard, not only around the 
world, but in America. What is 
the cause? 


Basically, a conflict is taking 
place in classrooms-as it has for 
many decades-between two 
religious points of view. One 
view states that life and the 
universe came _ into _ being 
through theistic action; the 
other holds they came about by 
atheistic means. 


The atheistic viewpoint has the 
weight of law behind it: 
Teachers may present only those 
opinions which are not 
“theistic.” Even scientific data 
supporting a “theistic creation” 
is soft-pedalled. Consequently, 
students are bombarded by 
biased doctrines concerning the 
foundations of life and the 
universe-doctrines which 
permeate science, philosophy, 
psychology, history, sociology 
and most other subjects. 


As most of us know, this trend 
was accelerated in the days of 
Darwin. It was he _ who 
redirected the fragmented 
opinions of certain scientists 
who sought to explain the 
existence of the universe by 
mechanical view. After Darwin, 
we were compelled to choose a 
faith to explain where we came 
from and why we are here. We 
could believe either that we were 
created by an omnipotent 
Designer or that we came about 
by accident. 


Scientists who were motivated 
to devise a mechanistic view for 
the origin of the universe 
worked to find evidence 
supporting their contentions. 
Scientists who were not 
especially concerned, merely 
observed and took for granted 
the pronouncements of men 
who specialized in this work. 
The clergy condemned, ignored 
or ‘“pooh-poohed” the whole 
matter. As a result, there was 
almost no one who seriously 
engaged in research to “‘prove 
the Bible.” 


As years passed, more evidence 
was produced which appeared to 


support the mechanistic 
position. Finally, the only 
“scientific” data available for 


schoolteachers was that which 
contradicted Genesis. 


Eventually, young people knew 
more about the subject than 


their Pastors. They pressured the 
clergy for answers. Not being 
scientists, and there being no 
support 
the 


organized scientific 
upon which to lean, 
Clergymen did what they 
thought would “save the 
church” and still accommodate 
what seemed decisive evidence 
that man had evolved in a 
billion-year-old universe. They 
compromised. They accepted 
evolution but declared it was 
God’s tool for creating the 
universe. This position is called 
theistic evolution. It certainly is 
not evolution and it definitely is 
not theistic as Scripture nowhere 
supports such a compromise. 


This compromise opened a 
figurative Pandora’s Box. How 
could a person claim the first 11 
chapters of Genesis did not 
speak literal truth while the rest 
of the Bible did? How could he 
justify Christ’s many references 
to Moses’ writings and other 
scriptural passages: referring to 
the creation? What was truth 
and what was allegory? What of 
the fall of man-the very 
foundation for the need for 
salvation? 


The evolutionists had it all their 
way. The solid front of Christian 
belief in Scripture began to 
crack. A papal encyclical 
declared the idea of a universe 
billions of years old did not 
conflict with Roman Catholic 
doctrine. The ‘‘historical 


“fundamentalists”? were naive 
enough to believe the Bible was 
literally accurate. 


Today, many church people 
hold to evolution as stubbornly 
as the Catholic fathers held to 
another “scientific” theory in 
the past-the idea that the earth 
was the center of the universe. 


The matter was brought to a 
head through the challenge of a 
Tennessee law prohibiting the 
teaching of evolution. Known as 
the Scopes Trial, the event 
pitted two giants of law against 
each other. The year was 1925. 
Clarence Darrow defended the 
evolutionists. William Jennings 
Bryan fought for the Biblical 
view. 


Here, too, the defenders of the 
faith had no scientific materials 
to depend upon. Darrow 
presented scientific opinions 
with devastating effect-especially 
in the press. When it was over, 
the evolutionists had lost the 
case but had won the visibility 
needed to convince the public 
that they had the facts and that 
only ignorant backwoodsmen 
would dispute their claims. 


In the light of today’s 
knowledge, Darrow’s science was 
very weak, consisting of 
opinions and outright errors. For 
example, a ‘“‘Hesperopithicus 
tooth” was introduced during 
the trial to show the existence of 
evolutionary fossils. Later 
research proved that the item

Comic books once reviled by 
adults as a waste of paper, time, 
and children’s minds, are now 
being extensively used to 
educate young people on 
everything from Christian living 
to alcoholism to contraceptive 
methods. 


Why the switch? 


Adults found out that regardless 
of what they thought, kids were 
going to read comic books 
anyway. So why not use them? 


Dr. Sol Gordon, professor of 
child and family at Syracuse 
University, was one of the first 
to discover this. So far, over one 
million copies of comic books 
he’s written dealing with such 
controversial subjects as veneral 
disease, pornography, birth 
control, and abortion have been 
sold to youngsters who might 
never get the answers otherwise. 


In the Canadian North, where 
alcoholism is rampant (average 
annual consumption is $250, 
three times the national average) 
a public education program is 
underway using the comic 
character Al Cohol in a comic 
book series depicting the evils of 
drinking. 


And evangelicals are getting into 
the act now too. Cartoonist Al 
Hartley, known to millions for 
his Archie comic series, has 
teamed up with Fleming H. 
Revell’s Spire Division to 
produce comics with a Christian 
message. So far over 3 million 
have been distributed. 


And not all are Archie comic 
books. The Cross and_ the 
Switchblade, God’s Smuggler, 
The Hiding Place, Tom Landry, 
and the Dallas Cowboys, In the 
Presence of Mine Enemies (the 
story of a POW in Vietnam) are 
all being cartoonized in hopes of 
reaching the 11 to 16-year-old 
reader. The latest innovation is a 
pictorial six-volume version of 
the Bible produced by David C. 
Cook Publishing Co. 


One surprising benefit has been 
the increase in serious 
book-reading these comics have 
produced. After reading the 
comic version of a story, many 
young people are reading the 
hardback version (if one exists) 
to get a fuller story. Many would 
never have done so otherwise. 


Who would have ever thought 
that comic books could do that?

The ensuing discussion touched 
on fundamental questions such 
as the correct conditions for a 
right understanding of the bible 
texts, the role of tradition, and 
the relation between faith and 
experience, the meaning of a 
sacrament, the relation of word 
and sacraments. Fundamental 
to much of the discussion was 
the relation between the action 
of God and the human response 
in the sacramental life of the 
Church and the life of the 
individual Christian. 


Agreement was evident in 
acknowledging the place and 
values of adult baptism by 
immersion as described in the 
New Testament and practiced 
from the age of the apostles.

OBITUARY 


L uther Elder Cleaver was born on March 10, 1889 in Jacksonville, 
Texas to the union of Alice Fuller and Frank Cleaver. He was one 
of a family of eight brothers and four sisters. He attended school 
in Cherokee County Texas where his mother was one of his 
instructors. He enjoyed a happy childhood and was noted for his 
industry, cheerfulness and love for singing. 


After moving to Waxahachie, Texas, he united in holy matrimony 
to Miss Effie Hampton in 1908 and to this union was born one 
son, Tolliver. In 1920 Luther Cleaver came to San Francisco to 
follow his trade as a general contractor in the building trade and 
was joined by his family in 1921. 


In 1924 the spirit of the Lord led him to attend services at the 
Pentecostal Church at 614 Pacific Avenue under the leadership of 
Mother Jones, he was drawn to the Lord and was saved. In 1925 a 
prayer meeting was started in the home of Brother Cleaver, the 
Lord saved and added to this little band which formed the first 
Church of God in Christ in San Francisco at 1511 Ellis Street. 
The Church was initially Pastored by Elder Fears and later by 
Elder Isaac Finley. It was under the leadership of Elder Finley 
that Brother Cleaver heard and responded to a call to the ministry 
and was licensed as a minister of the Gospel by Elder I. Finley. 


The Lord led Elder Cleaver to start a work for Him. On April 15, 
1932 he opened the second Church of God in Christ in San 
Francisco at 1653 Pierce Street. The Lord blessed the little flock 
and added to the church such as should be saved. The continued 
growth of the church necessitated the second move to 2144 
Sutter Street. During- the 1930’s he opened a Rescue Mission 
where the church ministered to the needs of many. The combined 
spiritual emphasis and mission outreach contributed to continued 
growth and in 1939 the Lord spoke again to His manservant and 
under his leadership the church purchased the first property in 
the name of the Church of God in Christ at 1543-1547 Webster 
Street. The church was now known as the Little Chapel Church 
of God in Christ and God prospered the work numerically, 
financially and spiritually. 


In 1956 this servant of the Lord was forced to seek another place 
of worship due to redevelopment of the area. He and the 
members purchased and remodeled the building at 2030 Sutter 
Street and under the leadership of this Godly man the church 
family enjoyed peace, harmony and continued spiritual growth. 
After paying all indebtness on this building, the property was 
acquisitioned by the City and County of San Francisco and again 
this man of God was forced to seek another place of worship. In 
the interim the Church worshipped at the Macedonia Baptist 
Church at 2135 Sutter Street. 


The Lord again manifested Himself to Elder Cleaver and in 1971 
he was led to purchase and remodel the beautiful edifice now 
enjoyed by the congregation at 616 Divisadero Street, which 
stands as a continuing testament of his Godly leadership for these 
forty-two years of Pastoring. 


His active life in the ministry covered a span of more than fifty 
years. His participation ranged from the life of the local church 
through and including the national church organization. He held 
many local church offices. He was the first and only 
Superintendent of the San Francisco District. He served as 
Secretary and Treasurer for Northern California 1st Jurisdiction. 
He was a member of the State Executive Committee and the 
State Advisory Board. He was advisor to the late Bishop E. B. 
Stewart. He was the much respected senior advisor to State 
Bishop B. R. Stewart. 


In the year 1951, he was ordained and consecrated to be Bishop 
and overseer for the State of Montana. He served faithfully. 


He was small of statue, but giant of spirit. He was the biggest 
little man to touch our lives. His life was one of service. He gave, 
he cared for the aged, he took time with the children. He was a 
man of peace. The scripture was the final word. His greatness will 
be greatly missed. 


Bishop Cleaver leaves to mourn his passing, one son, Mr. Tolliver 
Cleaver, Los Angeles, California; one daughter-in-law, Mrs. Zelda 
Cleaver, Los Angeles; one grandson, Reverend Edmund L. 
Cleaver, Los Angeles; one grand-daughter, Mrs. Zelda Lutherne 
Howard, Los Angeles; six great-grand children; one 
great-great-grandchild; four brothers, Reverend Albert Cleaver, 
Waxahachie, Texas; Dr. Dexter T. Cleaver, San Francisco; Mr. 
Chester Cleaver, Port Arthur, Texas; Mr. Herman Cleaver, 


Jacksonville, Texas; one sister, Mrs. Jessie Bradford, Jacksonville, 
Texas; three sisters-in-law; three brothers-in-law; a host of nieces, 
nephews, relatives, friends and a loving church family, the 
membership of the Greater Little Chapel Church of God in 
Christ, San Francisco, California. 
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Back in 1953, it seemed to the 
young mother as if the bottom 
would fall out of everything.

Thinking the sun would never 
shine again, she felt like she had 
to do something.

“Well, I started praying,” she 
said, ‘“‘and I thought that this 
would give God a chance to 
work. I got on the telephone to 
the Oral Roberts Prayer Room 
in Tulsa and asked them to help 
me pray.

On 
the adjacent wall were plates 
with the Lord’s Prayer and the 
Ten Commandments painted on 
them.

was merely the remains of a 
modern pig. 


As supporters of evolution began 
to overstep bounds of careful, 
scientific work and demanded 
blind allegiance from science 
students, several men of religious 


conviction with scientific 
backgrounds took up_ the 
challenge. George McCready 


Price was among the foremost. 
His writings were scourged by 
evolutionists. Rather than attack 
his facts they attacked his 
person. However, other scientists 
read his books and his influence 
grew. As more scientists took 
the approach of “question, 
research, evaluate,” enormous 


flaws in the evolutionary view 
became evident. 


Java Man _ became suspect. 
Piltdown Man was shown to be 


‘as fraudulent as the Cardiff 


Giant. Ernst Haeckel, one of the 
fathers of evolutionary thought, 
previously had admitted that he 
‘“‘doctored”’ sketches of embryos 
to support his contentions. 
Genetic and enzyme _ research 
exposed the over-simplification 
found in evolutionary doctrine. 
Challenges arose in_ geology, 
anthropology, astronomy and 
other scientific disciplines.

One of the reasons Christians 
love to eat is that it is the one 
thing we can enjoy which seems 
to be wholesome. We have no 
_taste for smoking, drinking, 
dancing, and visiting unseemly 
amusements, and so we do the 
one thing we feel is pure and 
proper: we stuff ourselves. 


It comes naturally. After all, 
eating was the first pleasure we 
ever experienced in life A baby’s 
first need is to eat. When that 
need is met, the way to 
contentment is paved. In the 
world of adults, one of the 
surest ways to produce a 
friendly atmosphere anywhere is 
to serve food. Food and drink 
represent friendliness, comfort 
and satisfaction. But the sense of 
well being can be quite false. A 
lavish feast may leave only an 
empty pain if attending 
circumstances are not pleasant. 


Why do Christians love to eat? 


I began searching the Scriptures 
to see what I could learn about 
the significance of food and 
eating. Turning to the book of 
Proverbs, I found: “And put a 
knife to thy throat if thou be a 
man given to appetite.” 


Startling to say the least. Often 
we forget that the call of a 
Christian’s life is not one of 
self-indulgence, but one of 
self-denial. 


To illustrate: When the believers 
were gathered in the upper room 
at Pentecost, were they found 


_ eating sandwiches and cake? 


And how about the evening the 
Apostle Peter’s friends were 
assembled to pray for him 
because he was imprisoned and 
facing execution?

But Michael Louis Stephens 
insisted that he had done no 
more than ‘‘set him up for the 
robbery,” and that two friends 
of his “took over after that.” 


“T hit him with the hammer,” he 
said. “‘I hit him easy. He was still 
conscious and breathing and was 
sitting up in his car.” 


Inspectors Ken Manley and 
David Toschi booked Stephens 
shortly after midnight on 
charges of murder, robbery, 
kidnaping in the course of 
robbery, and auto theft. 


He was accused of killing the 
85-year-old bishop of the 
Greater Little Chapel of the 
Church of God in Christ about 7 
p. m. Monday in Cleaver’s car. 


Stephens had been questioned 
by police after the bishop’s 
blood-smeared Cadillac was 
found in the parking lot of the 
church at 616 Divisadero St. 


He was released after he told of 
playing dominoes with three 
friends all evening Monday, but 
when that alibi failed to hold up 
the homicide inspectors 
obtained a warrant yesterday 
from Municipal Judge Mary 
Pajalich. 


They arrested Stephens outside a 


housing complex at 300 Haight 
St. and booked him despite the 
fact that the bishop’s body has 
not been found. 


Ample evidence of murder 
exists, they said, in the car, the 
bishop’s hat which was found 
spattered with blood and brain 
tissues, a blood-stained ballpeen 
hammer; and a set of dentures 
believed to be Cleaver’s. 


Stephens, a six-footer who had 
been working as a postal clerk 
and was attending the Postal 
Street Academy, admitted to 
inspectors Manley and Toschi 
that he had hit Cleaver with the 
hammer. 


Later, he told this reporter: 


“I set him up for the robbery. I 
hit him with a hammer.”’ 


Where? ‘On the head. I hit him 
once.” 
Was he alive? “Yeah. He wa 
sitting up in the car.” ial 
oN 
Why did you kill him? “I didn’t. 
kill him. I just set him up for the 
robbery.” 


Where did you bury him? “I 
didn’t bury him.” 


What happened to the body? “I 
don’t know. . .They took over. . 
.Two guys that I know.” 


Stephens said the “Two guys” 
were about his age, but refused 
to answer any further questions 
about them. 


“Tm innocent of killing him,” 
he insisted. “I only set him up 
and hit him on the head with the 
hammer.” 
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THE WHOLE TRUTH 


Stephens and his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Crosby Stephens, 2122 
Quesada Ave., have long been 
members of Cleaver’s church. 


Mrs. Mamie Rogers, Cleaver’s 
housekeeper for 25 years, has 
identified Stephens from 
photographs as the young man 
who came to the bishop’s home 
at 905 Divisadero St. Monday 
night “and told me to tell him 
he would meet him down at the 
church.”

knowing what the night held for 
me, but I talked with God. 
There in the trunk of the cab I 
remembered the Lord told me to 
go into the hospital and tell the 
sick that he loved them. I said, 
“Lord, thank you because I 
have already been there.” I 
remembered God had said to me 
to go into the city jail and tell 
men behind the prison wall I 
love them. I said, ““Thank God I 
obeyed and went into the city 
jail and told men God loved 
them’. The Lord told me about 
two years ago to stand on the 
street corner and proclaim His 
love to men and women. I 
obeyed God and stood on the 
corer telling men, women, boys 
and girls God is love. As I was 
lying in the trunk of my cab I 
said, ‘‘Lord, I thank you, I am 
not mad with anyone. I don’t 
owe anyone an apology, Lord 
there is nothing in my heart 
against any man.” After I had 
talked with God I said, well 
there’s nothing else I can do I 
just turned over and tried to get 
a little sleep. af 


They stopped the cab, picked up 
another man and robbed him. I 
laid quietly listening as they 
counted ($85.00) eighty-five 
dollars. I was in the trunk of the 
cab about (2) two hours before 
they finally stopped. I heard one 
of them say “clean it good they 
can find anything.” A few 
minutes later they opened the 
trunk of the cab and said. ‘“Turn 
over nigger, nobody is going to 
hurt you’’. I turned over and he 
fired twice. 


One bullet hit me in the hip and 
lodged now in the lower part of 
my abdomen. The other bullet 
entered my back, put a hole 
through the liver and tore the 
small intestine. The doctor said 
“Over (1%) one foot and a half 
of the small intestine he just cut 
out and threw away. I had a hole 
in the diaphram, a hole in the 
lung and that bullet is now in 
my chest. After the two shots I 
just laid there. I didn’t know 
whether they were waiting to see 
if I was going to try to get up. 
After laying in the trunk for 
sometime the Lord said, They 
are not here after all that noise” 
I turned over and saw that the 
trunk was still open and I said, 
“Thank you for my way of 
escape”. I climbed out of the 
trunk, walked over a_ block 


trying to stop someone for help; 
nobody stopped. As I walked I
